Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Nettleship  and  Gentlemen, 

In  this  my  final  report  I  am  summing  up  briefly  the  progress 
which  has  taken  place  since  I  commenced  my  duties  with  the  Market 
Rasen  Urban  District  Council  in  1943. 

Since  then  the  housing  situation  has  improved  very  markably. 
This  is  due  largely  to  the  construction  of  98  Council  Houses  and 
Bungalows  since  the  war  and  the  elimination  of  26  condemned  premises. 
In  addition  43  houses  have  been  built  by  private  enterprise. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Urban  District  has  also  improved. 
Nearly  90%  of  the  dwelling  houses  now  have  W.C.s  installed.  Less 
than  half  of  these  premises  had  W.Cs.  at  the  end  of  the  war. 

With  the  extension  and  improvement  of  your  water  supply,  there 
have  been  no  problems  for  some  years.  The  continuous  work  of  your 
Inspector  has  led  to  rapid  progress  both  in  the  installation  of  piped 
water  inside  properties  and  the  rate  of  conversion  to  W.C.  sanitation. 

I  think  that  these  improvements  in  the  environment  of  its 
population  have  undoubtedly  helped  to  improve  the  general  health  of 
the  Urban  District.  Where  morbidity  and  mortality  have  risen  this 
would  seem  to  be  largely  due  to  faulty  habits  as  regards  diet,  exercise, 
and  the  stress  of  modern  life. 

As  I  have  noted  earlier,  however,  there  are  still  many  old  properties 
which  are  in  a  condition  which  would  make  repair  or  renovation  too 
expensive.  It  is  obvious  that  their  lifetime  must  be  limited. 

The  supervision  of  all  food  premises  has  helped  to  improve  their 
hygienic  standards. 

In  this  my  final  report  I  wish  again  to  express  my  thanks  to  your 
Public  Health  Inspector-Mr.  A.  E.  Sweeting  for  his  continuous  co¬ 
operation  in  the  work  of  preventive  hygiene  in  the  Urban  District. 

To  you.  Sir,  as  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  to  Mr.  Farrow  as 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  to  all  Councillors,  I 
wish  to  record  my  thanks  for  all  the  co-operation  I  have  received  in 
the  performance  of  my  duties.

GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Over  the  years  I  have  become  more  and  more  convinced  that  the 
numerous  ills  from  which  mankind  suffers  are  due  largely  to  an  ever 
increasing  departure  from  a  life  in  tune  with  nature. 

The  continued  progress  in  ensuring  a  pure  water  supply  and 
preventing  the  spread  of  many  infectious  diseases  of  infancy  has  led 
to  a  steady  fall  in  infantile  mortality. 

On  the  other  hand  the  increasing  pollution  of  the  air  we  breathe 
is  almost  certainly  responsible  for  the  rising  death  rate  from  certain 
diseases  of  the  lungs.  Smoking,  especially  of  cigarettes, — is  one  of 
the  additional  factors  responsible. 

The  intake  of  an  excessive  quantity  of  starchy  and  sugary  foods 
allied  to  a  lack  of  sufficient  exercise  is  probably  one  of  the  underlying 
causes  in  so  many  of  the  early  deaths  from  various  forms  of  heart 
disease. 

The  education  of  the  general  public  in  the  prevention  of  disease 
and  the  attainment  of  a  satisfactory  way  of  living  remains  the  most 
difficult  task  of  any  Public  Health  official. 

The  foundations  of  this  teaching  must  be  laid  by  example  and 
precept  to  children  in  the  home,  and  in  the  school.  Few  parents  and 
teachers  can  yet  be  said  to  realise  the  importance  of  the  formation  of 
healthy  habits  in  infancy  and  childhood. 

There  is  little  hope  of  any  marked  improvement  in  the  health 
of  the  middle  aged  and  eldf  rly  in  the  community  until  this  is  recognised. 
The  foundations  of  the  diseases  from  which  mankind  suffers  and  dies 
are  largely  laid  in  our  earliest  years.  There  has  been  progress  in  our 
knowledge  in  this  respect  but  less  in  the  application  of  that  knowledge. 
I  believe  that  much  of  our  wastage  of  human  material  can  be  eliminated 
if  this  knowledge  is  applied.  More  of  the  spirit  of  the  missionary  is 
required  if  good  health  is  to  be  attained  by  the  individual  and  the 
community.

The  rateable  value  of  the  Urban  District  on  the  1st  April,  1959  was 
£20,189  and  the  product  of  the  penny  rate  was  £79-18-1  for  the  year 
ending  31st  March,  1959. 

With  the  relatively  stable  state  of  the  population  the  housing 
position  continues  to  be  statisfactory. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

A  slight  rise  in  the  death  rate  is  almost  balanced  by  a  similar  rise 
in  the  birth  rate. 

Deaths  from  malignant  diseases  and  heart  and  circulatory  disease 
form  almost  80%  of  the  total  recorded. 

It  will  be  noted  that  five  deaths  have  been  notified  from  malignant 
neoplasm  of  the  lung  or  bronchus. 


The  figures  given  for  births  and  deaths  indicate  that  the  Urban 
District  has  a  higher  proportion  of  elderly  people  living  in  it  than  has 
the  surrounding  Rural  District.  Old  age,  it  will  be  noted,  is  no  longer 
included  as  a  cause  of  death. 

With  the  ribbon  development  that  is  taking  place  around  and 
outside  the  Urban  District  it  seems  unlikely  that  the  population  will 
show  any  marked  variation  in  the  future.  It  has  been  relatively  stable 
over  a  long  period.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

The  Urban  District  was  again  relatively  free  from  cases  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases. 

Total  notifications  amounted  to  five  made  up  of  two  cases  of  lobar 
pneumonia  and  three  of  measles. 

I  append  a  total  showing  the  average  number  of  cases  over  periods 
of  fifteen  years. 

It  will  be  noted  that  diphtheriam,  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers, 
dysentery  and  encephaltis  have  not  been  recorded  as  occurring  during 
this  period. 

Ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  puerperal  pyrexia  have  also  not  been 
notified. 

It  is  probable  that  mild  cases  of  dysentery  (Sonne)  may  have 
occurred  and  not  been  notified  as  apart  from  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  it  is  difficult  to  diagnose.  Whooping  cough  similarly  often  escapes 
notification.

IMMUNISATION 

A  large  number  of  children  and  young  adults  were  vaccinated 
against  poliomyelitis.  Special  sessions  were  conducted  on  several 
occasions  at  the  School  Clinic  at  night  for  the  convenience  of  all  who 
could  not  attend  in  the  daytime. 

An  improvement  was  recorded  in  the  campaign  against  diphtheria. 
42  children  were  immunised  and  38  received  a  “booster”  injection. 

30  children  were  immunised  against  whooping  cough.  17  children 
were  vaccinated  against  smallpox.  No  revaccinations  were  done.  33 
children  were  immunised  against  tetanus..  32  of  the  above  children 
received  the  immunisations  in  a  form  combining  two  or  more  vaccines. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
records  of  immunisation  in  the  area. 


HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  OF  SCHOOLCHILDREN 


The  absence  of  what  used  to  be  common  skin  infections  such  as 
impetigo  and  scabies  was  most  notable.  Pediculosis  appears  to  have 
almost  been  eliminated.  Only  one  family  came  under  treatment  during 
the  year. 

Children  with  recurrent  bronchitic  attacks  were  fairly  common  and 
a  number  of  these  were  treated  over  long  periods  at  the  School  Clinic. 

Over  the  period  of  20  years  in  which  I  have  conducted  the  School 
Clinic  in  Market  Rasen,  there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
general  health  of  the  children. 

Dental  caries  remains  the  one  exception  in  this  respect  as  regards 
incidence  but  this  has  been  largely  offset  by  the  amount  of  dental 
treatment  given  by  Mr.  Sykes,  the  Chief  Dental  Officer.  Unfortunately 
the  long  term  answer  to  dental  caries  is  not  treatment  but  an  altered 
dietary  which  would  not  include  the  vast  amount  of  sweets,  sugary 
and  starchy  foods  now  consumed  by  children. 

A  major  reformation  in  our  dietary  habits  is  long  overdue  if 
many  of  the  more  lethal  diseases  of  middle  and  old  age  are  to  be  averted. 

Defects  of  the  feet  have  shown  no  improvement  over  the  years. 
It  is  possible  that  teenage  girls  adopt  the  fashions  in  shoes  of  their 
elders  at  an  earlier  age.  The  result  is  that  a  majority  of  the  “leavers”, 
(14  plus  group),  have  deformities  of  the  foot  which  will  certainly  cause 
them  trouble  in  later  life. 

The  development  of  hygienic  habits  and  ways  of  living  amongst 
children  is  generally  regarded  as  entirely  secondary  to  formal  educa¬ 
tion.  I  believe  that  the  former  is  so  important  for  the  future  health  of 
the  community  that  far  more  attention  should  be  devoted  to  it. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 
AREA 

1 .  Mental  Illness. 

Treatment  is  arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  Supervision  and  after  care  is  carried  out  by  specially  trained 
workers  employed  by  the  County  Council. 


2.  Mental  Defectives. 

The  County  Council  through  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
makes  arrangements  for  the  institutional  care  of  mental  defectives. 

The  County  Council  remains  responsible  for  the  care  and  super¬ 
vision  of  mentally  defectives  in  their  own  homes.  This  work  is  carried 
out  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

3.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  ,8  St.  Anne’s 
Road,  Lincoln,  and  at  Grimsby  and  District  Hospital.  Diphtheria 
Anti-toxin,  Antityphoid  Serum  and  Scarlet  Fever  Stretpotoccus 
Anti-toxin  can  be  supplied  from  the  above  Laboratories. 


3.  Ambulance  Facilities,  Under  National  Fire  Service. 

An  ambulance  can  be  obtained  either  through  the  patient’s 
Doctor  or  Nurse,  or  in  the  event  of  emergency  by  asking  the  Telephone 
operator  for  the  Ambulance  Station.

HOUSING 

Six  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 

One  house  was  converted  into  two  flats. 

One  house  was  demolished  during  the  year. 

No  new  Council  houses  have  been  erected  since  1954.  Grants 
were  made  for  the  improvement  of  certain  properties  in  nine  cases.  In 
view  of  the  very  large  number  of  old  houses  which  require  frequent 
repairs,  I  think  it  will  soon  be  necessary  for  a  survey  to  be  made  of 
these  properties  with  a  view,  in  some  cases,  to  their  replacement.  A 
considerable  number  of  people  who  work  in  the  Urban  District  now 
live  on  the  borders  in  new  houses  which  extend  along  the  roads  leading 
into  parishes  of  the  Caistor  Rural  District.  Whilst  this,  in  itself, 
releives  the  Urban  District  of  the  necessity  of  building  new  council 
houses  it  does  not  of  course  have  any  effect  on  the  older  properties  in 
the  town.  Some  of  these  are  probably  in  very  much  the  same  state  as 
some  of  the  26  houses  condemned  or  demolished  since  1944. 

With  an  average  of  2.6  people  per  house  there  is  no  obvious  overcrowd¬ 
ing. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  standard  of  the  water  supplied  is  very  good.  A  steady  im¬ 
provement  continues  to  be  noted  in  the  number  of  houses  now  on  a 
piped  indoor  supply.  695  houses  out  of  821  now  have  this  service.

SANITATION  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

15  conversion  to  W.C’s.  were  made  during  the  year.  One  pail 
closet  was  eliminated. 

There  are  still  14  privy  vaults  in  use  and  the  night-soil  collection 
still  has  to  cover  68  pail  closets.  There  is,  of  course,  a  steady  improve¬ 
ment  in  these  respects  and  the  efforts  of  your  Inspector  are  having 
a  very  marked  effect. 

Out  of  nine  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  local  supply  eight 
were  satisfactory  from  a  bacteriological  point  of  view. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1959  covering  the  duties 
as  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Steady  progress  continued  to  be  made  in  all  spheres  of  sanitary 
improvements  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  on  no  occasion  was  it  necessary 
to  resort  to  Statutory  action  during  the  year. 

The  co-operation  of  the  butchers,  builders  and  other  tradesmen 
with  whom  I  have  had  to  work  proved  most  helpful  and  rendered  the 
work  of  the  department  much  easier. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Clerk  for  help  given 
during  the  year.

HOUSING 

One  house  was  demolished  during  the  year  and  several  were 
repaired,  reconditioned  or  improved. 

It  will  be  necessary  in  the  not  too  distant  future  to  consider  what 
action  is  to  be  taken  with  regard  to  certain  dwellings — ‘borderline  cases’ 
— on  the  eastern  side  of  the  town. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

During  the  year,  with  the  aid  of  grants,  seven  houses  were  im¬ 
proved  and  one  was  converted  into  two  se^a.ate  dwellings. 

Three  of  these  were  Standard  Grants,  tne  remainder  being  Dis¬ 
cretionary  .  Whilst  the  number  of  improvements  carried  out  in  1959 
is  an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  it  is  still  felt,  in  view  of  the  number 
of  houses  in  the  area  suitable  for  improvement  that  many  more  requests 
should  be  forthcoming. 

FOOD  PREPARING  AND  MAKING  UP  PLACES 

Regular  inspection  of  these  premises  was  carried  out  and,  with 
the  exception  of  one  or  two  minor  infiingements,  all  continue  to  be 
very  well  maintained. 

MEAT  AND  FOODS 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  five  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  shows  a  slight  increase  over  previous  years  and  once  again  every 
animal  was  inspected. 

The  standard  of  animal  used  for  human  food  continues  to  be  of 
the  highest  and  this  accounts  for  the  small  amount  of  meat  condemned 
as  being  unfit  for  human  food. 

As  will  be  seen  elsewhere  in  this  report,  a  small  quantity  of  tinned 
meat  had  to  be  condemned. 

PRIVY  CONVERSIONS 

Steady  progress  continues  with  this  class  of  improvement  and 
during  the  year  eleven  middens  and  four  pail  closets  were  converted 
to  waterclosets,  while  one  midden  was  abolished. 

With  a  view  to  getting  rid  of  these  old  closets  as  speedily  as 
possible,  every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  owners  of  properties  having 
them  to  take  advantage  of  the  grants  available  towards  the  cost  of  con¬ 
verting  to  water  closets. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Despite  the  added  burden  of  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  this 
service  has  worked  well  and  no  complaints  of  a  serious  nature  were 
received  during  the  year. 

The  trade  refuse  collection  scheme  is  also  working  well  and  appears 
to  be  very  much  appreciated  by  the  traders  of  the  town. 

With  regard  to  the  disposal  of  refuse,  this  is  tipped  on  waste  land 
at  the  rear  of  the  Sewage  Works  at  Middle  Rasen.  Regular  attention  is 
paid  to  the  tip  and  every  effort  is  made  to  avoid  nuisance. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 

Many  houses  and  business  premises  were  surveyed  during  the 
year  and  only  in  four  or  five  instances  were  rats  found  to  be  present. 

These  were  minor  infestations  and  the  Joint  Rodent  Operator 
dealt  with  them  satisfactorily. 

The  Council’s  sewers  and  tips  were  kept  under  constant  observation 
and  given  treatment  when  necessary. 


SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Except  for  one  minor  obstruction  the  foul  sewers  worked  well 
during  the  year. 

To  prevent  serious  trouble  due  to  infiltration  of  surface  water 
carrying  sand  the  regular  sanding  and  flushing  of  the  sewers  was  again 
carried  out. 

The  pumps  and  other  apparatus  at  the  disposal  works  have  been 
well  maintained  and  given  no  trouble. 

Regular  samples  of  the  sewage  effluent  were  taken  for  analysis 
by  the  Lincolnshire  River  Board  and  on  each  occasion  during  the  year 
the  analysts  report  showed  it  to  be  very  satisfactory.
